They aro not as sot forth in your letter* If this is not doncj, I 
will proceed v/itu the action* have been more tnon patient in tno face cf in o 
most transparent delaying devices and interferences witu my ability to research ■ 
and write. hnilo x have no desire to embarrass the govornmont in court, x neve 
e/en loss desire to be party to any further delays. The decision will be the 
government’s and I hopo it will be communicated to me expeditiously. 

It is pretty conspicuous that your letter was. not written in the 
normal course of events. It was written "after I filed tnis suit and after rj 
recant letter to tno national Archives dealing with one picture, to which there 
has not yot ceen response* If you or wiioover will make the decision, if any, 
hove not read it, I suggest this be done* I will not accept any picture w r i'ji 
screen nor any made from ono withscroon.
